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REAGAN IN APPEAL 


After Third Incident, He 
Calls on West to Help 
Combat Terrorism

WASHINGTON, Jum 20 — President 
Reagan, saying “our limits have been 
reached,” called today on Western na- 
tions to step up their efforts to curb in- 
ternational terrorism. 

In the aftermath of the Trans World 
Airlines hijacking, the Frankfurt air- 
port bombing on Wednesday and a 
shooting attack in San Salvador later 
that day, Mr. Reagan said in a state- 
ment: 

"The war which terrorists are wag- 
ing is not only directed against the 
United States, it is a war against all of 
civilized society. This is a war in which | 
innocent civilians are targets. This is a 
war in which innocent civilians are in- 
tentional victims and our servicemen 
have become specific targets. This 
cannot continue.” 

Asked about possible actions by the 
United States in response to the deten- 
tion of hostages aboard the hijacked 
plane Larry Speakes, a White House 
spokesman, said, “Wait and watch.” 

Mr. Reagan's statement was also in 
partial response to the attack on two 
.xtdoor cafes in San Salvador that 
.lied 13 people, including four United 
La tea marines and two American bust- 
essmen. But the hostage situation in 
«eirut served as the backdrop for the 
•a lenient, which was drawn up in a ®- - 
minute White House meeting this 
lorning. 

Mr. Reagan termed the San Salvador 
■ttack an "atrocity,” like the Frank- 
urt bombing, which left a man and two 
hildren dead and 42 injured. He or- 
lered stepped-up arms deliveries to El 
>alvador and said he was prepared to 
nvoke his em erg ency authority to pro- 
vide the Salvadoran armed forces 
with additional military assets which 
wll help them prosecute their cam- 
aign against the Communist guerril- 
la.” 

He made it plain that direct Amer- 
can military action in El Salvador or 
.i Lebanon was, for the moment, un- 
ikely.

□soar,” he said, "that what we do in 
aaee circumstances must not be done 
a pointless anger.

Meanwhile, Transportation Secre- 
tary Elizabeth H. Dole pr op o sed legis- 
lation to improve the security of sir 
passengers abroad. Mr. Reagan had 
announcad the proposals at a news con- 
ference on Tuesday.

“Anti-Hijacking Act of IMS.” cells for 
possible usa of armed sky marshals on 
international flights.
